Chicago, June 4.—Decisions of the 
republican national committee, 
which today disposed of twenty- 
five contests for seats in the na- 
tfonal convention of the party, to- 
might brought a charge of “steam- 
Oller” tactics from Senator Moses, 
of. New-Hampshire, who conducted 
General Wood’s' preconvention cam- 
* paign in the southern states. He is- 
sued a lengthy statement whose 
tone was in sharp contrast to the 
jubilant notes that came from the 
Lowden headquarters. 

“Evidently a mistake has been 
made,” eaid Senator Moses’ state- 
ment. “The steam roller, which was 
used so effectively in the conven- 
tion of 1912, and with. such disas- 
trous results to the party in the 
election following, has not been 
scrapped after all. It has merely 
been in the machine shop for re- 
pairs and for some new attach- 
ments.” 

The most important of the latter 
appears to be a patent reversing ap- 
paratus which enables the national 
committee at will to disregard its 
prior formal action in recognition 
of certain national committeemen 
and state chairmen against whose 
organizations there have . been 
-4rurmaped up a series of fraudulent 
contests. ; 

Three Links In Chain. . 

@rhe chain of procedure which 
the national committee formed at 
its St. Louis Meeting in 1917, and 
at the Washington meeting in 1919, 
contained three links. The first con- 
nected the national chairman with 
the recognized national committee- 
men in the states, to whom were 
sent the official calls for the con- 
vention which assembles next week. 
The national committeemen, trans- 
mitted this call to the recognized 
state chairman, thus constituting 
the second link {fn the chain. The 
third link connected the state chair- 
man with his organization in the 
counties. Throughout operation of 
this machinism delegates friendly to 
General Wood have been elected 
with entire regularity in every 
southern state save two. The func. 
tion of tiie national committee at 
this juncture is ngt to determine 
qualifications of members of the 
naitonal convention; it is merely to 
establish that recularity which en- 
titles a delegate to be plated upon 
the temporary roll, leaving the ul- 
timate question of his right to a 
seat to be determined by the con- 
vention through its committee on 
credentials. 

“Yet the national committee, with 
Chairman Hays conveniently absent 
from the chair, is assuming to de- 
cide the matter in advance—but to 
decide it upon the narrow lines of 
| the committee's personal preference. 

“General Wood's friends have al- 
ways understood that the national 
committee as at present consti- 
tuted favored the nomination of 
Governor Lowden. We have never 
questioned their right to hold such 
a preference, but we do question 
4 seriously and vigorously their right 
"to color their decision, which 
should be merely ministerial if not 
judicial by such preference, and the 
conditions under which so many of 
the present national committeemen

Clerk to Suicide 


Body of Young Man Who 
Ended Life on Banks of 
Chattahoochee Identi- 
fied as Philip Evans 


The fdentity of the young man 
who committed suicide Monday 
afternoon on the bank of the Chat- 
tahoochee r.ver near the car line 
was yesterday established when of- 
ficials of the Fe‘ieral Reserve bank 
of Atlanta stated that the body was 
that of Philip Evans, a clerk in 
that institution and a second cousin 
by marriage to President Wilson. 

Evans was a nephew of Colonel 
Ed T. Brown and a first cousin of 
Captain Henry W. Brown, widely 
known ‘young Atlantan, who last 
year met a tragic death in the wa- 
ters of the @hesapeake bay after he 
had been invalided home from serv- 
ice overseas with the Eighty-second 
division of Camp Gordon. Every 
one who was acquainted with 
Evans is confident that the tragic 
end of Iienry Brown was responsi- 
ble for his suicide, it being stated 
that he ‘had never recovered from 
the shock of the news of the death 
of the young officer, to whom he 
was devotedly attached. 

Worried Over Death. 

This view is borne out by state- 
ments from officials and: fellow 
workers of the Federal Reserve 
bank that he has not been himself 
for many months past, his plainly 
evident grief not being considered 
cause for alarm, however, by those 
who knew him well, and friends 
did not begin a search for his body 
until twenty hours after he, fired a 
pistol bullet through his head, 

Evans was born in Gainesville 
of prominent parents, but both died 
while he was very young, and he 
was raised by an aunt, a Mrs. Smith, 
of Atlanta. From infancy he had 
passed much time in the home of

He fixed the total actualiy 
expended in the campaign there 
and in Oregon, Utah, Waghington, 
Colorado, Nevada and Arizona, alto- } 
gether, at $83,000. Supporters of 
Senator Johnson-when before the 
committee “said the total was “at 
least $300,000.” 

Itemizing, he said that $35,000 
had been spent in Los Angeles and 
southern California and $51,000 out 
of San Francisco. Headquarters for 
northern California and the outside 
states, with some salvage in office 
furniture’ and supplies which would 
cut the apparent total when all 
the. accounts were closed. He de- 
nied flatly that college students had 
been hired for working at polling 
places, saying they were volunteers, 
He testified, however, that.172 men 
had been hired in Los Angeles at $4 
a day for canvassing and for watcn-

“The campaign in behalf of Mr. 
Hoover was not financed. by any 
Single individual,” he said. “The 
largest subscription we received 
was for $3,000 from a life-long 
friend of Mr. Hoover. The great 
bulk of the money was made of 
subscriptions of under $100 each. 
There were many thousands of sub- 
scribers to this fund. 

“Almost all of the workers were 
volunteers, there having been at 
San Francisco headquarters -but 
fifteen paid employees, including 
all clerical help and stenographers. 
The highest salary paid was $100 
per week for one publicity man. 
The total expenditures in all south- 
ern California amounted to only 
$35,000, | 

Statement Called Ridiculous.

After a Minute’s Consid- 


eration the House Reso- 
lution Is Adopted ‘With 
Minor Amendments. 


Washington, June 4.—After only 
a minute’s consideration the senate 
adopted with minor amendments to- 
day the house joint resolution re- 
pealing war legislation with the 
exception of the Lever food control 
act and the trading with the enemy 
act. 

No record vote was taken by the 
senate. The measure, which wouli 
remove about sixty war acts from 
the statute books, now goes to con- 
ference. 

Senate amendments to the joint 
resolution repealing most of the 
special wartime laws were accepted 
late tonight by the house without 
a record vote. The measure goes 
to the president tomorrow. 


FOR “BONE-DRYNESS” 
~ LOWDEN ANNOUNCES 


Chicago, June 4.—Preservatidn of 
the Volstead prohibition enforce- 
ment act with whatever laws are 
necessary to give it full effect. was 
advocated by Governor Frank O. 
Lowden today in his first pro- 
nouncement on the liquor question. 

In an interview with newspaper 
men Governor Lowden announced 
that he was “not in favor of: any 
evading” of the prohibition amend- 
ment. Governor Lowden stated.that

Johnson's Fortunes Going Up. 

Johnson's fortunes are going ‘up- 
ward a little, but for causes that 
have nothing to do with street 
demonstrations. .Johnson’s fortunes 
}and the fortunes of all the candi- 
‘in the hands of the 
delegates. The delegates have been 
elected, and such leaders as there 
will, be are at their posts. These 
delegates and these leaders are not 
influenced by street crowds. Jt is 
doubtful if they so much as saw the 
demonstration yesterday. They are 
busy with other things. 

If yesterday demonstration came 
to the attention of the delegates 
and leaders, if it made.any impres- 
sion on them, that impression was 
probably slightly unfavorable. 
Johnson’s chief handicap was the 
fact that he is commonly regarded 
as over-emotional, too prone to do 
emotional things and to stimulate 
others to do emotional things. The 
leaders in the party and in the 
convention have long been sizing 
up Johnson in a perfectly detached 
way, not colored either by friendli- 
ness or unfriendliness. A few of 
them have recently done a rather 
saner and more helpful thing than 
Johnson did for himself yesterday. 
They have sent agents to California 
to gather data and make a report, 
as unbiased as an expert account- 
ant’s, on just what kind of a gov- 
ernor Johnson was. Johnson, being 
an emotional man himsélf, always 
dramatizes evéfybody.as being in- 
tensely friendly to him or intensely 
hostile to him. The truth is that the 
leaders and many of the delegates 
look upon Johnson as a canWidate 
for the presidency with a complete 
detachment from personal feeling of 
any kind, as they look upon Wood 
or Lowden or anybody else. 

The Situation Is Normal. 

Not only as respects Johnson, but 
also as respects the whole situa- 
tion, nothing has happened that iz

SINN FEIN WINS 
AT ULSTER POLLS 


Followers of Sir Edward 

Carson Beaten in Own 
Strongholds—Even Bel- 
fast Turns Sinn Fein. 


Belfast, June 4.—The followers of 
Sir Edward Carson have been de- 
feated in county and district coun- 
cil elections in their own strong- 
holds in choosing boards of guar-, 
diza@g. In addition to the Sinn Fein- 
ers’ winning of County Tyrone for 
the first time and maintaining their 
hold on County Fermanash, Michael 
Carolan, who was unseated by the 
Belfast council following his sen- 
tence at hard labor for an alleged 
seditious speech, today headed the 
poll in the Spankhill division of Bel- 
fast, which previously had been a 


\stronghold of Orangeism. Still an- 


other Sinn Feineer headed the polls 
in the’ Falls division, Belfast, the 
stronghold of Joseph Devlin, and 
another Sinn Feiner was elected in 
Lisburn. In addition, Sinn Fein has 
maintained its hold on.County Fer- 
manegh: by a majority of 559. 

Keenest interest was taken in 
these elections because the coun- 
ties are included within the Ulster 
area outlined in the Irish bill now 
before the British parliament. Vari- 
ous election tricks‘ were revived, 
one woman disguising herself: and 
voting as her.own mother. Anoth- 
er ‘woman is said to have voted 
Beven times.

STABBED T0 DEATH

Police Are Now Seeking 
Negro Messenger Boy 
Who Killed Tech High 
Student. . 


Roget Todd Terrell, 15 years old, 
a student at Tech High, son of Fire 
Captain John Terrell, of 75 East 
Twelfth street, was stabbed and 
killed shortly after midaight this 
morning by a negro messenger boy. 
The police know the name and ad- 
dress of the slayer, and his afrest 
is expected shortly. 

Terrell was loitering not far from 
his house when the messenger boy 
stopped his wheel and walked up to 
Terrell to make an/vinquiry. Terrell 
resented the tone In which the in- 
quiry was made and rebuked the 
messenger. The latter turned ag if 
to go back to his wheel, whirled 
back with a pocket knife in his 
hand and stabbed Terrell in the 


heart. 

“Catch the negro—he stabbed 
me!” shouted Terrell as he died. 
Those eho heard his er were not 
ques enough to reach the spot be- 
ore the negro had ridden out of 
sight. 

Terrell was in the second grade 
at Tech High school. He and his 
77-year-old sister, Evelyn, lived. with 
Captain and Mrs. Terrell at the 
Twelfth street address: Captain 
Terrell is captain of Engine Com- 
pany 11. Terrell is' survived, in ad- 
dition, by two brothers, Captain P.

Washington, June 4.—President 
Wilson tonight vetoed the bill es- 
tablishing a natienal budget sys- 
tem, and an unsuccessful attempt 
wag made in the house to pass the 
measure over his veto, 

The veto was 178 to 103, or nine 
less than the required two-thirds 
majority. Thirty-five democrats 
joined with the republicans in vot- 
ing to pass the measure over th 
veto. 

The vote came at midnight, and 
When the motion to override was 
defeated leaders were undecided 
what would be their next move. 
Supporters of the measure were ex- 
pected, however to urge that.it be 
amended to. meet the president's’ 
objections and repassed tomorrow. 

The measure was held By the 
president to be wuhconstitutional 
because it took from the chief ex- 
ecutive the power to remove the 
comptroller general and the ass?st- 
ant comptroller general, officers 
who would be appointed by him 
with the tlvice and consent of the 
senate. 

The president said he returned 
the ~:casure without his approval 
“with the greatest regret,” because 
he was “in entire sympathy” with 
its objects. He added that he re- 
turned it at the “earliest possible 
moment, with the hope that the 
ccngress may find time before ad- 
journment to remedy this defect.” 

Text of, Veto Message. 

Notifying congress that he was re- 
turning the bill without hig signa- 
ture, President Wilson in his veto 
message said: y p 

“I do this With the greatest re- 
gret. I am in entire sympathy with 
the objects of this bill a would 
gladly approve it, but fof the fact 
that I regard one of the provigions 
contained in Section 303, as uncon- 
stitutional, This is the*proyision 
to the effect that the controller 
general and the assistant comptrol- 
ler general, who are to be appointed 
by the president, with the advice 
and consent of the senate, may be 
removed at any time-by a concur- 
rent resolution of congress after no- 
tice and hearing, when in their judg- 
ment, the comptroller general or as- 
sistant comptroller genéral is in- 
capacitated or inefficient or has 
been guilty of neglect of duty, or 
of malfeasance of office or of any 
felony or conduct involving moral 
turpitude, and for no other .cause 
except either by impeachment. The 
effect of this is to prevent the re- 
moval of these officers for any 
cause except either by impeachment 
or a concurrent resolution of con- 
gress. It has, I think, always been 
the accepted construction of the 
constitution that the power to ap- 
point officers of this kind carried 
with f*, as an incident, the power 
to remove. I am convinced that the 

ngress is without constitutional 

Owers to limit the appointing pow- 
er and its incident power of remov- 
al derived from the constitution. 


Ferbids Executive to Remove. 

“The section referred to not only 
firbids the executive to remove 
these officers, but mndertakes to 
empower the congress by a concur- 
rent resolution to remove any offi- 
cer appointed by the president with 
the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate. I can find in the constitution 
no warrant for the exercise of this 
power by the congress. There is 
certainly no expressed authority 
conferred, and I am unable to see 
that authority for the exercise of 
this power is implied in any ex- 
pressed grant of power. On the 
contrary, I think its exercise is 
clearly negafived by, Section 2 of 
Article II. That sectioh, after pro- 
viding that certain enumerated of- 
ficers and all officers whose ap- 
pointment are not otherwisé pro-

G. T. Fitzhugh, of Memphis, Tenn. 

Asa G. Candler, Sr., was re-elect- 
ed to the presidency of the board 
of trustees, while W. D. Thomason 
was again chosen as secretary, and 
Walker White as treasurer. 

In submitting his report the 
chancellor pointed out that the stu- 
dent enrollment at Emory now in- 
cludes men from every séction of 
the country and representing sixty- 
eight educational institutions. 
twelve of them state tniversities. 
Several foreign countries, including 
Javan, Korea, Porto Rico, Hondu- 
ras, Cuba and China, are represent- 
ed in the student body. 

New Buildings Needed. 

Chancellon Parker recommended 
the erection of a new dormitory and 
a new teaching building in -:order 
to provide facilities for the tremen- 
dous.increase in. enrollment. There 
are more than seventy graduates of 
the reserve officers’ training corps 
under the command of Colonel 
James A. Lynch and his associates.

or in the heads of departments. It 
would have been within the consti- 
tutional power of congress in cre- 
ating these offices to have vested 
the power of appointment in the 
president alone, in the president 
with the advice and consent of the 
senate, or even in the head of a 
department. Regarding as I do the 
power of removal from offices as an 
essential incident to the appointing 
power, I cannot escape th nclu- 
sion that the vesting of this power 
of removal in the congress is un- 
constitutional, and therefore I am 
unable to approve the bill. 

“IT am returning the bill. at the 
earliest possible moment, with the 
hope that the congress may find 
time before adjournment to remedy 
this defect.” 

Offices Crented by Congress. 

The offices of the comptroller gen- 
éral and his assistant would be new- 
ly created.as a part of the budget 
machinery. Congress attempted to 
retain control of them because it 
wanted to have agencies operating 
in the executive branches which 
were not responsible to the admin- 
istration. The comptroller general 
would have power to make investi- 
gations and recommend changes in 
methods and it was felt he could 
discharge these functions to better 
advantage if he were not respon 
sible to those whom he might at- 
tempt to oversee or criticise. 

The assertion of the president 
that-congress attempted to encroach 
on ecutive functions is similar to 
other statements he has made re- 
cently, notably in vetoing the ap- 
propriation measure, which con- 
tained a provision for the creation 
of a joint congressional committee 
on print.
